American Multicultural Agency, finds the job to her liking. 

“Tfeel pretty good aboutthejob. ’mecomfortable withthe 
people I work with,” she said, 

Crowder took over the position in carly October, replace 
ing Markcita Edwards, whoresigned in part because she felt 
job responsibilities were never adequately stated, 

Crowder said sho disagrecs with that assumption. 

“I don’t find that to be tus, The job descriptions have 
been taught to me quite well. There are various handbooks 
available and I’ve talked with Matt Schulz, the former Chief 
Administrative Officer, along with the other agency direc- 
tors and Amy Bellows (advisor to studentagencies). Really, 
my jobis to be dircctor of programs that benefit the cultural 
needs of students of color,” Crowder said, 

As director, Crowder oversees the activities of three 
organizations, the African-American Organization (AAO), 
the Hispanic Students Organization (ISO), and the Native 
American Students Association (NASA), 

Crowder said her most important responsibility is to 
provide closer working relationships sae the members of 
the three organizations. 

“The presidents weren’t happy under the direction by 


Markeita,” she said. “It’s important that I work wih the. 


presidentsoftheorganizationstodiscuss the working opera- 
tons and the directions where we want to go. I need their 
feedback to establish good programs.” 

Crowdersaid one of the problems thatconfronted Edwards 
during her term was that she apparantely was trying todoall 
the programming for the agency as a whole, 

“She didn’t allow as much inputas you should. I will not 
program activities without (the organization’s) input. You 
can’t program for three diverse organizations yourself,” she 
said, 

Besides building a better relationship with those under her 
direction, Crowder said another concem is monetary matters,

“Tho budgetis not as I would like it be. It’s adequate for 
the programming and for keeping tho operations going, but 
it could be much better,” she said, 

Crowder, a sophomore majoring in secondary education 
anda former vice president of AAO, said the agency offers 
imporiant cultural and directive needs for multicultural stue 
dents, 

“We're directive in that if a student fas questions con- 
cerning financial aid or other things like they come and say 


‘I'm sick,’ we will give them the answers to where to go. A 
lotofstudents simply don’tknow where to go for help,” she 
said, 

‘Each organization also sponsors an important annual 
cultural event, t createmoreawareness, Crowder said she is 
working with NASA with their Pow Wow and AAO with 
their events during Black History Month in February. 

“I’m required to put in 10 hours a week as director,” 
Crowder said, “In reality, f put in about 20 to 25 hours.”

Marginally prepared stue 
dentsattendcollegeforaycarand.consequently 
drop out of schoo} because they can’t keep up 
the rigorous pace college requires. Prepared 
students are forecd to stick to taking electives 
-untiltheirrequired classes open. And they can’t 
take any classes geared towards their major 


untiltheycomplctetheircore cuiculumeclasses, 
so they are forced to spin their wheels indefi- 
nitely, But there may be a solution in the pro- 
posed new admission standards, 
Thestandards, requiring incoming freshmen 
to have completed four years of English, three 
years of math, social studies and natural sci- 
encesandtwo yearsofforcign languages, would 
prepare students for college and deter the less- 


motivated student from partaking in the one- 
year plan in college.

lesbian, She was immediately dismissed from the military after - 


serving her country for 27 years. 

OnNov.3 in Colorado, voters passed a measure barring state 
and focal lawmakers from enacting gay-rights protections, On 
that same day in Oregon, the vaters defeated an initiative that 
would declare homosexuatity immoral and a disease on par with 
: pedophilia and necrophilia. 

And just a few days ago, the Roman Catholic Church intro- 
duced its newly-revised catechism asking for “respect, comipas- 
sion, anddelicacy” towards homosexuals, seemingly reversing a 
ruling by the Vatican’s Congregation for the Doctrine of the 
Faith, who last June instructed US. bishops to oppose gay civil 
tights laws,

Considering thatmany gays haveserved in themilitary, even 
during war, and have not shown the proclivities they are accused 
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preity lame, 

en there is the excuse that, gays.are more likely togommit 
sexual érimes, In other words, perversion rims higher in \ the gay 
community, However, the numerous incidences of rape on 
military bascs and the much-ballyhoocd tailhook scandal would 
ner oe the notion that gays havea comer on the pervert 
market. 

Of course, what would social resistance be without the 
argument used when blacks were integrated into the military? 
Thatis, amass cxodus from the military will occur ifheterosexue 
ats are forced to eat, slecp, march, fight and dic with gays. 

There is a legitimate concer of this happening. But in all 
likelihood, the number leaving will be few, because, like the 
people who served when blacks were being fused into the ranks, 
the majority will stay out ofa sense of duty to their country. 

The point is that there really is little excuse to keep gays out 


- ofthemilitary. Sure, they maintaina somewhatdifferentlifestyle 


than that of heterosexuats, But what’s the harm init? They ean 
bejustas “proud, brave, loyal, (and) good” as any other Ameri- 
can, Why not give them the chance? 

Letting gays into the military at first will not be easy. There 
will be some backlash that ought to be faken into account. 
President-elect Clinton should hold back fora while, say about 


‘two years, and give some transition tng for ty the military to 


adjust.

Junior Julic Hayes recalled she felt afraid 
upon bearing the news. 

“Iwasincighthorninth gradeandIremem- 
berallclasses stopped,"shesaid, “People were 
speechless, shockedandsad.I wasreallyafraid. 
[lived in a small politically-aware town and E 
thought the worst——that the country wouldbe 
taken over.” 

Senior Steve Bivins also remembers his 
whereabouts when he received the news, 

“Twas 16 years old at Wentworth Military 
Academy. The barracks monitor told me that 
Kennedy was killed and I went virtually into 
shock, I belicve it was a conspiracy,” he said, 

Senior Chris Casperson said he belicved it 
was the beginning of a war when hie heard the 
news. 

“I was 12 years old at Nortis Junior High,” 


Casperson said, “I just camo back from gym 
classaround 1:30 p.m. The tcacherhad Ieftand 
there was no substitute, so we went home. it 
was there f heard that Kennedy had been shot. 
TthoughtitwasaRussianconspiracy; we were 
fight in the middle of the cold war, I was sure 
the nukes were coming.” 

The assassination is just as vivid to some 
UNO faculty members. 

Har Dalstrom,ahistory professor, recalicd 
when the message was announced at UNO, 

“Inememberit wasmy firstycaroftcaching 
at what was then the University of Omaha,” 
Datstrom said, “I was on my way back from 
lunch at the student union to tcach a History 
112 at 1 p.m. Somcone came up and said the 
president had been shot and a few minutes 
Inter, President Kennedy diced. 

“Tdidn’tknow how tohandic it. cancelled 
class and my graduatc assistant came up tome 
and said, ‘Well, that wasagoodmove.’ Appar- 
catly the students were shaken up by this, I 
remcmber silting around listening to the radio 
in great disbelief, That was quite a shocker.” 

Hugh Cowdin, chairman of the Communi- 
cations Department, added, “I was teaching at

eins lunch,’ Cowdin said. “Igotaphone call 
fromthewifeofafaculty member totumonthe 
radio because Kennedy had been shot. had a 
ip.m.classandeveryoncknewhewasshotbut 
we didn’t know how serious. We wenton with 
class and a student there sofuy monitored (thie 
updated news reports) with a radio. 

“At 1:15 pan., hie dicd and I selcascd class, 
When f opened the door, I noticed cveryone 
else had dons the same. That afternoon I went 
to a bank and walked into the lobby. No one 
was making @ sound. I'l never forget that; 
peopte were in a state of shock.” 

David Moore, assistant professor of sacicl- 
ogy, recalled his first scaction when he heard, 

“Iwasasophomoreinhighschoolinspeech 
class,” Moore said, “I was sitting in the room 
andastudentrunnercamcein. Mrs, Luddington 
(the teacher) broke into tears, It wasone of the 
firsttimesin theentire year saw her show any 
cmotionatall, Shesaid President Kennedy had 
been shot. My parents were Republicans but 
that didn’t reduce the awe of the experience, 
We're not supposed to shoot presidents here. 
We were very naive with respect to violence 
when JFK was shot.”

That’s when be began recording for Go Go Jo Productions. 

Tis first major production was as amember of the acoustic 
duo, The Whereabouts, Along with Ken Smith, Schultz was the 
lytical inspiration behind the band, The Whercabouts released 
two cfforts and did some national touring, 

The band made its way to Omdha from Westem Nebraska 
after local bands suchas The Acoms and The Millions beard its 
work, Smith decided to move back home and formally ended 
The Whareabouts, 

Schultz “retired” for sometime before rctuming tothe music 
scene. During that time he made a transition from a lyzically- 
based focus to a musically-based focus, 

“‘Iwasinamentalstate wherolyzicsjustdidn’tscemtowork,” 
Schultz said. ‘The music is like a personal diary.” 

Drawing from influences as varied as Michacl Hedges and 
Black Sabbath, Schultz has successfully taken his music to a 
level beyond his early Whercabouts work, While some familiar 
with the work of Hedges may see some similarity, Schultz 
proclaims his work is unique, 

“If I release a tape and put it on the shelf next to Bruce 
Springsteen, then I have to belicve that my work is just as good 


as his, or anyone else's,” he said, 


Schultz's latest effort is a four-song EP, called “Foreshade | 


ows.” Three of the four tacks do contain vocals, but arc still 
musically based, The guitarist uses a maximum of two guitar 
tracks retaining the basic sound he presents live. 

Theplaying style incorporatesall clementsofthe guitar two- 
handed hammering, finger picking and striking the guitar body 
to create percussion. All of the recent Schultz wacks include 
picking and hammering, to create a positive musical flow. Each 
basadistinculve melody which is then twisted and manipulated.

Christopher Cain, director of the new film “Pure Country,” 
has made a sweet, overily sentimental film about the joys of 
country music. Elis labors, however, might have been a bit more 
successful hadheshown somewhat greater restraintin the fitm's 
conclusion, which, as it stands, gocs way overboard, 

Country music sensation Dusty Wyatt Chandler, on an 
enormously successful tour, finds himself being pushedintoan 
extravaganzaconcert style with which he feclsuncomfortable. 
Feeling hic has lost touch with his country roots, Dusty walks 
offone day, hitches aride and winds upata horse farm, where 
helearns techniques ofriding and roping. He falls infove with 

. tho beautiful Harley Tucker (Isabel Glasser) along the way. 
After his idyllic interlude, Dusty must face some challenging 
decisions, 

Dusty’s commitment to excellence in music —- and the 
commitment of those in the band — is made clear, as are his 
reasons for departing unexpectedly, Even the dilemma faced by 
his scheming manager Lula Rogers (Leslcy Ann Warren) is 
made evident, 

Several elements contribute to the affability of “Pure Coun- 
try," none more than the incredibly likeable presence of George 
Strait in the leading role. Although in the course of the film he 
occasionally begins toappeara bit wooden, generally his debut

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feature film starting role offers great charm and tenderness, 
The film's final scene depicts the performance which pro- 
vides Uieculmination ofall of Dusty’sruminations, Thescene’s 
obvious play for emotions becomes overbearing to the point 
where it diminishes the actual power of the film’s resolution, 
Nonetheless, “Pure Country” cxudes a kind of warmth and 
pleasing presence that may well have broad appeal.

If last year was a rebuilding year for the 
UNO wrestling tcam, then this year may be a 
reluming year. 

The Mavericks retum nine Icttermen, in- 
cluding three All-Americans, from fast year’s 
squad that went §-3 in duals lastscason, includ- 
ing3-4intheNorth Central Conference (NCC). 

The Mavs finished fifth in the NCC, and 
finished eighth in the NCAA Division If Tour- 
nament — their first finish out of the Top Five 
since the 1985-86 season, and for only the 
fourth ime in Coach Mike Denncy’s 12-year 
tenure, 

Denney thinks a return to the top five this 
year is not out of the question. 

“T would have to say that, barring injuries, 
wo may very well be in the Top Five, We've 
only scen Central Oklahoma (last year’s Divi 
sion Hf national champion) so far this year. It’s 
really hard to say without seeing dhe rest of the 
competition,” he said. 

Leading the way for the Mavs this ycar will 
beseniors Marc Bauerat 134 Ibs,, Dan Radikat 
177 Ibs., and Pat Kelly at 190 Ibs. Radik and 
Kelly are All-Americans, and Bauer is a two- 
time All-American,

John'smisfortunerequircd surgery torepalrthoanterior cruci- 
ale ligament, 

Dr.David Brown, an orthopedic surgeon at the Sports Medi- 
cine Center and the Universily of Nebraska Medical Center, 
perfonned the two-hour surgery at Nebraska Methodist Hospital, 

Brown inserted an arthroscopic camera which allowed him to 
see inside the knee without having to open it up. The camera 
a aca 


working on the knee, 

The only incision made was a small cut over the kneecap, 
Brown cuta piece of tendon from the kneecap which was graficd 
toreplace the shattered ligament. 

Brown said the anteriag cruciate ligament (ACL) is the most 
researched area in sports medicine, 

“Thisis because it’s such asignificantinjury,” Brown sald, “It 
requires a preity major surgery and such @ long rehabilitation.” 

A Scandinavian physician started ACL surgery in 1946, 

“Itdidn’ treally become popularin thiscountry untilaraund the 
mid-1970s, with the advent of arthroscopic technology,” he said. 

“Before, we had to make a big incision in the knee and lay it 
wide open so we could see inside,” 

Brown said a 100 percent recovery from an ACL tear is 
possible. 

“Butthe knee will never be truly nonnal, The tendon docs not 
have the same anatomy as a ligament,” he said.

John Roy's knee undergoes a 
Two out of four say the knee feels pretty good and arc able to 
function justas they did before surgery,” Brown said, 

“But20 percent, for a number of reasons, may not gct back to 
full activiuies that they did before surgery.” 

After surgery, ACL patients work intensely with physical 
therapists for one month to six weeks. The new ligament mkes 
between one and two years before it is thoroughly healed. 

“Mostofihethenpyisdoneathome. Threetimesa week patients 
goto the physical therapist. They work on gelling back motion and 
initial leg strength to get the patient off enutches,” he said, 

Brown works with athletes from Wayne State College and 
UNO. Sports which produces the most ACL injuries, he said, are 
football, basketball, volleyball and soccer, 

“Football sometimes gcts a bad rap, because it seems Tike 
there’s somany more ACL injurics in football, butthe injury rate

‘The field of ACL repair is advancing as research continues. 

“A lot of work is being donc with artificial tendons made of 
Gore-tex. Another hot issue is rapid rehabilitation, Paticnts are 
doing exercises quicker than five to 10 years ago. The recovery 
phase is more like six months as opposed to one year,” be said, 

This is good news for John Roy. His surgery was a 
success and he is already beginning his rehabilitation.
